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Continuation of 3. NOTE: Regarding the attempt to correct the 35 (JSC 101 issue with claim 1, it appears that the now claimed "devices" 
may be virtual as well, as they are simply made up of a virtual peer. 

Applicant argues that the prior art requres two paths, and that the claimed invention only uses a single path. In response, the 
Examiner maintains that the claim only requires a path to send active content, and that there is nothing in the claim that specifies that the 
text for chatting is also on this path. Applicant agreed in the Interview dated 4/06/2009 that the claims do not show this feature of outputting 
both the text for chatting and the active content on a single path. It appears that Applicant is relying on the name of the path to teach this 
feature, i.e. "chat communications module path." However, the claim specifies that this path is used to send just the active content. If the 
reference in the rejection disclosed outputting active content on a path, then a fair interpretation of this disclosed path would be equal to the 
claimed "chat communications module path" since it is used for the same result, which is sending the active content. Also, it is clear that 
the disclosed path connects two chat modules as shown in the figures of the reference. Therefore it is very reasonable to interpret the 
disclosed path as the claimed "chat communications module path". Therefore, the rejections are respectfully maintained.. 
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
